The people of the &ate of Wisconsin, represented in 
Serwtte and Assembly, do enact as follows:

eighty-one and 86-100 dollars ; to John Barth, for pur-
chase money, interest and damages on the south west 
quarter of the south-east quarter of same section, town 
and range, the sum of one hundred and ninety-eight 
and 65-100 dollars ; to Helena Miesegardes, for purchase 
money, interest and damages on south-east quarter of 
South east quarter of said section, town and range, the 
sum of one hundred and ninety-eight and 65 -100 dol-
lars ; to Karl Kichhafer for purchase money, interest 
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and damages on the north west quarter of the north-west 
quarter of section seventeen, town and range aforesaid : 
the sum of one hundred and eighty-five and 39-100 dol-
lars ; to Christopher Blanbach, for purchase money, in-
terest and damages on the south-west quarter of the 
north-west quarter of said section seventeen, town
